Low Fat Di et May Hel p Prevent Arteri oscl erosi s

Some physicians 
believe 
they 
can take the starch out of a hard­ 
ened 
artery 
hv 
reducing 
the 
amount of tat eaten by the patient. 
The theory is that arteriosclerosis 
begins when fatty molecules of 
cholesterol and lipoprotein stick to 
the walls of the blood vessels. 
Jt is assumed that the greater 
the concentration of these substan­ 
ces in the blood, the more the like­ 
lihood of developing hardening of 
the arteries. Diet is implicated be­ 
cause some of this cholesterol and 
lipoprotein comes from the daily 
intake of fat. By taking less of this 
compound, disorders of the blood 
vessels, including coronary throm­ 
bosis, will be kept to a minimum. 


One objection to this theory is 
that the body manufactures its 
own cholesterol independent of our 
meals. On the other hand 
blood 
vessels changes have been produc­ 
ed experimentally in rabbits, chick­ 
ens. dogs, monkeys, and rats in 
including large doses of cholester­ 
ol in their rations. 


There has been a marked change 
in our menus since the turn of the 
century. We are consuming more 
iat and the increase parallels the 
rising incidence of heart disease. 
Arteriosclerosis 
is 
prevalent 
among aU races that eat fat. The 
condition 
is 
relatively 
scarce 
among 
peoples 
on 
substandard 
diets. 
In commercially underdeievolp- 
ed countries, 
each person con­ 
sumes annually 1 to 6 kilograms 
of fats and oils; our citizens take 
20 kilograms. In poor nations, less 
than 20 per cent of the calories is 
derived from fats whereas in the 
United States, the figure varies 
from 40 to 45 per cent. In Ameri­ 
can business men, it is 58 per cent. 
The low fat regimen is liberal 
and easy to follow after it becomes 
a habit' Foods high in fat are ta­ 
boo including fatty meats such as 
bacon as well as gravies, cream 
sauces,

cholesterol and lipoprotein stick to 
the w alls of the blood vessels. 


i t is assum ed that the g re ate r 
the concentration of these su b stan ­ 
ces in the blood, the m ore the like­ 
lihood of developing hardening of 
the arteries. Diet is im plicated be 
cau se som e of this cholesterol and 
lipoprotein com es from the daily 
intake of fat. By taking less of this 
com pound, diso rd ers of the blood 
vessels, including coronary* throm ­ 
bosis, will be kept to a m inim um . 


One objection to this theory is

On the other hand, blood 
v essels changes have been produc­ 
ed experim entally in ra b b its, chick­ 
ens, dogs, m onkeys, and rats in 
including large doses of cholester­ 
ol in their rations.
